Wl»y It Should be Transported In the 


\Vlnter Season. 


When it is found desirable to dig out 


muck from that portion of a meadow 
which is away from the hard land, it ia 
difficult to get it home except when the 
ground is frozen hard enoiigh to bear 
up the horse. As the muck eventually 
freezes quite deep and hard, if not quite 
dry, it is best to improve the earliest op- 
portunity to get home a supply for the 
coming year, if left until towards spring 
it is much more difficult to load it. Soma 
meadows are dry enough so the muck 
can be dug out in the winter; when 
such is the case it enables the farmer 
to do this work at a season when he ia 
comparatively at leisure; but as a 
rule muck must be dug in the early 
autumn when the springs and streams 
are low; at such times some meadows 
are hard enough to cart over, so the 
muck can at on.ce be carted to hard 
land as soon as it is dug out; but when 
a meadow is some distance from home it 
is best to let tbe muck remain near tbe 
meadow until it becomes comparatively 
dry; it is then much lighter to remove, 
and if quite dry can bo easily loaded in 
the coldest weather. 
While it seems to be a well settled 


fact tbat it will not pay to haul large 
quantities of wet greon muck even, a 
short distance, to put in the barn cel- 
lar; it seems to be equally a well settled 
fact that it will pay to haul fine dry 
muck several miles in sufficient quanti- 
ties to absorb the liquids of the barn. 


A farm that is not well supplied with 


muck is deficient in on« important ele- 
ment; this should always be considered 
when a farm is to lie purchased. The 
quantity of muck that is 
be used 
must depend on the quality of it, the 
ease with which it can be obtained, 
together with the character of the soil 
to which the manure is to be applied. 
Mack that is two years old which will 
become very fine on drying, may be 
used very liberally on dry, sandy land, 
but on a heavy wet soil only just 
enough should be used to absorb the 
liquids. One cord of muck every year 
for each horse and horned animal 
would be a very liberal supply, and per- 
haps quite as Much as would be profit- 
able even on a farm of light land; if 
more is to be used on such land it 
would be better economy to haul it 
directly on the land during the win- 
ter and in the spring plough it under, 
and thus mix It direcuy with the soil; 
but muck thus applied ahould be dug 
out several seasons before using, thus 
freeing itfrom undesirable acids.—Mas- 
sachusetts Ploughman,
